For anciently none elſe,norſomuch 
as Deacons,were permitted to fitinthe Church. In 
the Auditorie ſtood the Pulpir,or Readers Tribunall 
(as Saint Cyprian calls it.) Now the Service thar 
was performed an Sacrario , "was much different 
from that which was done 5x Azditoris.

For the firſt : Saint Pauls preaching did nor ſtand 
onely in making a long diſcourſe , which ſome, piri- 
fully periſhing in a dearth of marter, andin an inun- 
dation of light and froathie words ,- trumpet up for 
the onely preaching : But he 'gave others leave to 
ſpeake as well as himſelfe z forthat muſt needs be to 
hold up the dialogue inthe text, yet he preached for 
all that. Wherefore if the Curate catechiſe in the 
afternoone, as he is commanded , by queſtion and 


_ anſwer, which makes the dialogue in the text , this 


man preacheth. There is therefore no cauſe at all 
why ſome ſhould take the matter ſo grievouſly,thar 


. charge ſhould be givenby the King (whom they ne- 
' vermeane to obey 


therein ) that afrernoone Ser- 
mons ſhould be turned into catechiſing, that is, that 
one kinde of preaching ſhould be exchanged for an- 
other, the lefle profitable for the more uſefull. Cer-. 
caine alſo it is , that whether they travell all the 
Scriptures over, and then paſſe on to'the ancient

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Fathers , they ſhall finde noground at all forthe 
fruttlefle and diſobedient exerciſe of their after 
noone talent, till they come home to their owne 
wilfull ſelfe-conceiredneſſe, Our Saviour came not 
to breake the law , but to fulfill it, who being at 
Capernaum on a Sabbath day preached but once. 
For ftatime Synagoga,trom the Synagogue he went 
immediately to Simons houſe todinner , where Si- 
mons wives mother miniſtred untothem, Mar. 1-3. 
and there ſtayed healing dileaſes till ſunne ſet, and 
went no more'to the Synagogue to preach in the 
afternoon. The law that enjoined afternoon Sermons 
for keeping their Sabbath, was not then knowne to 
che Phariſees themſelves, who elſe were apt enough 
to bave laid it in hisdiſhart ſupper; nonorto theſe phhmey: _— 
mens progenitors for 1565. yeares after, as by their p,g.rg4. 
owne confeſſion may appeare. | 
Trucit is Saint Peter preached once at the ninth 
houre,or at three aclocke inthe afternoone, AF.3.1. 
but the occafion;place, and other circumſtances be- 
ing ſo extraordinary, his example binds us no more 
todoe the like, than Saint Pauls here dothto preach 
in an upper chamber all night long. 
' The holy Fathers alſo inthe beſt times had their 
Sermons in the forenoons,and it will be hard for the 
beſt or ſtabborneſt of them all ro ſhew a Sermon 
preached by any of the Fathers in the afternoone, 
Saint Baſil onely excepted, who had his ſecondand a 
ninth homily inthe afternoone; becauſe as Socrates ow l.

ches to be kept)whether he did readethem or no, or 
delivered them as a Roll ſealed up 2 Ifhe read them, 
there's his homilie- And moſt certaine it ishe read 
them, even by his owne rule. For if he cauſed Epi- 
ſtles from ſome one man to be read in the Church 
by him that broughtthem, it is more than evident 
that himſelfe bringing-the Decrees of the Apoſtles 
and Elders, he would not inany ſort tranſgreſle his 
owne rule , but doe. the decrees, himſclfe and the 
Church that right as to reade them,that the Chur-

to keep,and be fully aſſured that himſelfe walked in
